This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.59(b), filed September 18 2007 
to expunge information from the above identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .59, the Applicants respectfully request that the references 
listed in the Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), filed September 18, 
2007 and the May 31 , 2007 deposition transcript of Dr. David Neuhoff and the June 1 3, 
2007 deposition transcript of Dr. David Anderson that discuss these confidential 
documents be expunged if found nof to be important to a reasonable examiner in 
deciding whether to allow the application to issue as a patent.
